But the resolution was preceded 
by a day oi bitter partisan de- 
bate, in which Democrats object- 
ed strenuously to the report made 
by majority members of the spec 
ml committee investigating War 



This report censured Secretary 
of War Baker, and declared he 
withheld food trorn the Ameri- 
can people with intent to sell 
it abroad. 

Democrats announced they 
did not oppose the resolution 
their objection being to the re- 
port. However, they attempted 
to modify the resolution by add- 
ing amendments, one committing 
the House to an appropriation to 
assist the War Department in 
the public sale: the other leav- 
ing it to the discretion of the 
Secretary to sell certaio food to 
other than consumers. These 

resolution by Mr. Garrett were 
defeated by vote of 160 to 114.
